Afghanistan veteran has post-traumatic stress disorder 

EX-SOLDIER 



AN EX-SOLDIER who served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan has been spared jail 
over a violent attack after a judge 
heard of his struggles with an anxiety 
disorder. 

Stuart Taylor was given a 12-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence for the attack which 
broke a friend's jaw in two places. 

Taylor, from Waltham Gardens, Banbury, 
admitted causing grievous bodily harm to 
Wayne Brown, who now has a permanent 
metal plate in his jaw. 

He had known his victim for six years and 
his barrister said there was "no other expla¬ 
nation" for his actions apart from anxiety dis¬ 
order post-traumatic stress disorder (PTSD). 

The 30-year-old is a former soldier who 
served two tours of duty in Iraq and one in 
Afghanistan. 

Terrance Woods, defending, said his client 
was based in Germany but left the Army after 
he was refused a further deployment in 
Afghanistan. 

The barrister said he was diagnosed with

PTSD five months before he attacked Mr 
Brown, but had probably been suffering 
from it for much longer. 

Mr Woods said Taylor became violent at a 
gathering in Red House Road, Bodicote, on 
August 17, after a woman alleged he had 
pinched her bottom. 

He said: "He felt that he was wrongly 
accused and became angrier and angrier. 

"Realising that a situation was develop¬ 
ing, he thought the best thing to do was 
leave." 

But Mr Woods said he suffered a "loss of 
self control" and punched Mr Brown in the 
face, as well as damaging a van parked in 
the house's drive. 

He said that after a "difficult upbringing", 
Taylor joined the Army aged 19. 

He said: "On his tours he saw active com¬ 
bat and it is undoubtedly the case that, lay¬ 
ered on top of what happened in his early 
life, that is what led him to be violent.

"There is absolutely no other explanation 
for his behaviour. He was among friends and 
he erupted incredibly after he felt wrongly 
accused. 

"He is now doing as much as he possibly 
can to address and alleviate that condition."

POST-ELECTION discussions on the 
future of Oxfordshire County Council 
resumed this week. 

Conservative, Labour and Liberal 
Democrat leaders met after Tory councillors 
lost their majority hold on the 63-seat coun¬ 
cil on Friday. 

Conservative leader Ian Hudspeth said 
talks would mostly be about the day-to-day 
running of the council, but might also 
involve coalition discussions. 

His party got 31 seats, one short of a 
majority. Labour took 15 seats, including all 
four in Banbury. 

Lib Dem bosses, who took 11 seats, have 
said they are open to coalition discussions. 
The Green Party got two seats and independ¬ 
ents took four. 

The Tories are set to stay in the driving 
seat at County Hall after Labour refused to 
form an administration. 

Tory councillors lost their majority on 


Oxfordshire County Council on Friday after 
dropping 14 seats. 

Labour, Liberal Democrat, Green Party 
and independent members have the 32 seats 
required for a majority administration. 

But Labour, which took 15 seats, has 
refused to either form an administration with 
the Tories or a coalition with the others. 

This means Tory leader Ian Hudspeth - re¬ 
elected group leader on Friday - is set to 
lead a minority administration or look at a 
coalition with Lib Dems and four independ¬ 
ents. 

He said: "I'm having ongoing discussions 
with my colleagues and other members of 
the council. 

"But the most important thing is making 
sure we get a stable administration in place 
so we can deliver the things the people of 
Oxfordshire care about. At present I'm not 
ruling anything in or out." 

An administration will be formed by the 
next full council meeting next Tuesday, said 
Mr Hudspeth, leader since last April. 

Lib Dem spokesman Neil Fawcett said: 
"We are open to working with any party 
provided it brings stability to the running of 
the council, and if it helps us to achieve our 
promises. 

"We are not ruling anything out and are 
happy to talk with all other members before 
a decision is made." 

Labour took an extra eight seats while the 
Lib Dems took an extra three to bring it up 
to 11 councillors. Boundary changes cut 
total councillors from 74 to 63. 

Group leader Liz Brighouse said meetings 
were held with Conservatives on Saturday. 

But she said: "We can argue for our man¬ 
ifesto commitments from the official opposi¬ 
tion benches." 

The Green Party - which held its two seats 

- backed a "rainbow" coalition, but has 
refused to work with Tories. 

Leader David Williams said: "We know 
that it is possible to overturn at least some of 
the damaging cuts to services." 

A significant share of the vote for UKIP, 
including 28 per cent in Banbury Hardwick 

- helped account for the Tories' problems. 

Meanwhile, Tories in West Oxfordshire 

and Cherwell district council elections 
retained their seats. 

The Conservatives held Carterton South 
and Witney East in West Oxfordshire and 
Hook Norton in Cherwell.

treatment for his condition at RAF Brize 
Norton. 

Judge Ian Pringle said it didn't matter 
whether or not the allegation that had been 
made against Taylor was true. 

He said: "Your reaction to that was com¬ 
pletely disproportionate and you became 
seriously violent and punched Wayne 


Brown in the face. 

"You broke his jaw in two places. I hope 
you never forget that. 

"But I have read a lot about you, particu¬ 
larly about your upbringing and about the 
service you gave to Her Majesty's Armed 
Forces. 

"And I am glad to see you are now 
addressing the problems which that caused 


you." 

Taylor also confessed to criminal damage 
after he punched the side of a van during 
the same outburst, causing £1,200 of dam¬ 
age. 

He sentenced Taylor to 12 months in 
prison, suspended for two years, with 120 
hours of unpaid work and a restorative jus¬ 
tice programme.

Successful start for 
electrical recycling 


A NEW recycling scheme for 
small electrical goods has 
collected 10 tonnes of items 
in its first month. 

Cherwell District Council 
launched a doorstep collection 
service for broken or unwanted 
electrical items. 

Households have been given a 
pink carrier bag for the electrical 
items, which can be left on top of 
wheelie bins on collection day. 

Any electrical item that can fit

in the bag, such as hairdryers, 
toasters, radios and kitchen 
appliances, can be recycled. 

Special cages have been fitted 
to dustcarts for the pink bags. 

During March, households 
sent 10,000kg of goods - the 
equivalent to 5,000 toasters or 
9,000 hairdryers 

Nigel Morris, Cherwell's lead 


member for clean and green, 
said: "It is great that in such a 
short space of time we have recy¬ 
cled so many items. It goes to 
show how popular this scheme is 
and how successful it has been 
since it was introduced. 

"As a council we regularly 
promote the benefits of recycling 
but we understand it is not 
always possible for people to 
visit our 'bring banks'. 

"So by providing initiatives 


whereby people can recycle 
even more items from home it 
makes the process a lot more 
customer friendly, and as a 
result, even more environmental¬ 
ly friendly." 

Previously residents could 
only recycle small electrical 
items through bring banks. 

Anything too big to fit inside 
the bags, such as televisions and 
fridges, do not qualify for the 
scheme.

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Proposals drawn up to make sure county has enough firefighters 


Fire stations facing 


a radical shake-up 


By Fran Bardsley 


RADICAL changes to the way 
Oxfordshire's fire stations are 
manned are being considered 
to address concerns about a 
shortage of cover. 

Eighteen of Oxfordshire's fire sta¬ 
tions, including Banbury, Hook 
Norton, Chipping Norton and 
Deddington, are manned by on-call 
firefighters - formerly known as 
retained firefighters. 

While numbers have remained 
relatively static over the last seven 
years, fire chiefs said it had become 
increasingly difficult to cover the 
hours needed as the economic cli¬ 
mate makes businesses more reluc¬ 
tant to release people during work¬ 
ing hours. 

Brigade secretary for the 
Oxfordshire Fire Brigade Union 
Steve Allen said the proposals were 
at an early stage and needed to be 
looked at in more detail before any 
decision was made to implement 
them in the county. 

He said: "I am very supportive of 
any move to improve fire cover for 
the communities we serve, and it's 
my job to ensure these things are 
thought through properly at every 
level and we check and balance any 
idea in the embryonic stage. 

"There are concerns the FBU has 
about this sort of move - some 
counties have gone down this route 
and started to back-track." 

A range of measures are being 
investigated to make sure there are 
no gaps in coverage - and to make it 
more attractive for employers to 
agree to staff taking on the extra 
responsibility. 

They include allowing businesses 
which have staff in the service to 
have a letterhead saying they sup¬ 
port their local fire station, creating 
a payment scale based on availabili¬ 
ty, so the more hours people could 
be on call, the more pay they would 
receive, and paying on-call firefight- 
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for

ers to work core hours at a particu¬ 
lar station. 

This would be a significant 
change to the way in which on-call 
firefighters are normally paid, and is 
being considered as a possible way 
to give people who do not have 
another job a pro-rata salary. 

On-call firefighters currently 
receive an annual stipend of about 
£1,494, plus additional fees for drill 
nights, call-outs and extra duties 
which amount to between £150 and 
£300 a month. 

Another option being investigated 
is "more flexible use" of full-time 
and on-call staff, changing crew pat¬ 
terns so there could be full-time fire¬ 
fighters based at stations currently 
run entirely by on-call staff. 

Nigel Wilson, area manager for 
operations, said: "Our overall num¬ 
bers may be steady but it's getting 
the balance between the numbers 
and the coverage we need. 

"We fully appreciate we can't 
strip out businesses on a regular 
basis to make sure the fire engine 
can get out the door - we have to 
work with local companies." 


For the last seven years, between 
34 and 45 people have left the serv¬ 
ice each year, leaving the total num¬ 
ber as of January 2013 at 348. 

There are 243 full-time firefight¬ 
ers. 

An action plan is being drawn up 
and will go to Oxfordshire County 
Council's safer and stronger commu¬ 
nities scrutiny committee. 

The fire service is looking to 
increase numbers to 375 by July 
2013, with 17 on-call firefighters 
currently in training and a two fur¬ 
ther selection days planned to 
recruit additional staff. 

Banbury has 15 on-call firefight¬ 
ers, in line to meet its target for July 
of 15. Hook Norton, with nine, is 
also on course. 

But Chipping Norton, which has 
18, needs another one by July, and 
Deddington, on 12, is two short of 
its July target. 

Historically, retained firefighters 
stayed with the service for about 20 
years - now that number has 
dropped to seven. The service hopes 
to raise it back up to 10. 

It takes 18 to 24 months and 
about £30,000 to train a firefighter.

Mar 2013 
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Mish-mash crime thriller 
fails to engage audience 


DEADFALL (15, 95 minutes) 
Thriller/Action/Romance. Eric Bana, 
Olivia Wilde, Charlie Hunnam, Kris 
Kristofferson, Sissy Spacek, Kate 
Mara, Treat Williams.

S ET largely during a 
blizzard along the 
Michigan-Canadian border, 
Deadfall sends a chill of 
disappointment down the 
spine. 

Austrian director Stefan 
Ruzowitzky, who won an Oscar for 
his 2007 film The Counterfeiters, 
abandons the subtleties of that 
picture for the cliches and 
contrivance of this disjointed crime 
thriller, penned by first-time 
screenwriter Zach Dean. 

The script is a mess, ricocheting 
between four narrative threads that 
only come together in the film's 
violent closing act. 

That haphazard structure prevents 
Ruzowitzky from building up any 
dramatic momentum or forging 
strong emotional ties between us 
and the characters. 

He thaws our interest slightly 
with a couple of well-orchestrated 
action sequences that make 
excellent use of the icy conditions. 

A car crash opens the film with a 
crash and a bang, and a subsequent 
snowmobile chase between two 
cops and a robber across 
undulating terrain has a satisfyingly 
grisly and bloody resolution. 

Addison (Eric Bana), his sister 
Liza (Olivia Wilde) and an 
accomplice pull off a casino heist 
and speed away along treacherous, 
snow-laden roads, bound for the 
Canadian border. 

The getaway car swerves to avoid 
a deer and ends up on its roof.

Addison and Liza stumble out of 
the wreckage with the loot, 
determined to evade the cops by 
hitchhiking separately to the border. 

Liza shares a lift with former 
Olympic boxer Jay Mills (Charlie 
Hunnam), who has just been 
released from prison and is heading 
home for Thanksgiving with his 
parents Chet (Kris Kristofferson) and 
June (Sissy Spacek). 

Addison takes time out from his 
flight to freedom to help an abused 
wife deal with her husband. 

Meanwhile, ambitious Sheriffs 
Deputy Hannah (Kate Mara) tracks 
the fleeing criminals but she is 
constantly held back by her father, 
Sheriff Marshall T Becker (Treat 


Williams), who humiliates her in 
front of the other officers. 

Deadfall is a peculiar mish-mash 
of genres, spiked with graphic 
violence and gratuitous nudity. 

Bana invests his emotionally 
damaged felon with moribund 
humour in scenes around the Mills 
dinner table, and Spacek and 
Kristofferson are convincing as a 
married couple who have coped 
with far worse than gun-toting 
fugitives in their home. 

Dialogue doesn't flow naturally 
and the shifts in tone between black 
comedy, romance and suspense are 
often jarring and Dean's script fails 
to seamlessly weave together its 
themes of incest and redemption.

THE fact that 'rational' is the eighth 
word in a press pack running to 
more than 5,300 words about the 
new Toyota Auris speaks volumes 
about this car. 

Hard on its heels in the chunky 
blurb are the holy trinity of family 
motoring - quality, durability and 
reliability. 

And if we were talking about the 
old model, these few words would 
pretty neatly sum up the appeal of 
the Auris in its entirety. Rock-solid 
reliable, but a little dull. 

The new model has added 
another element that has never been 
part of the Auris make-up in the past 
- emotion. That's clear the moment 
you see it in the car park. Sleeker 
looks and a more confident stance 
instantly create a greater connection 
with the car. 

That appeal to the heart, as well 
as the head, only grows when you 
get to drive it. Though the Auris is 
still clearly designed as a quiet, 
comfortable spacious family car, 
there is much more to love about 
this streamlined, five-door 
hatchback as a driver's car. 

Designed primarily for sales in 
Europe and built at Toyota's factory 
in Derbyshire, with its lower roofline 
it looks the part and on the move it 
is simply more fun. 

With a lower centre of gravity, it 


has much improved handling, high¬ 
speed stability and ride comfort. 

The test model was linked to the 
continuously variable Multidrive S 
transmission, giving the choice of a 
fully-automatic seamless shift mode, 
or a sequential, stepped seven- 
speed Sport mode. 

Toyota claims almost 50mpg in a 
day-to-day use from the 1.6-litre 
engine but I could only nudge close 
to 40. 

From front to back, the car has 
been improved. Inside, the new, 
more comfortable seats have a lower 
hip point, longer travel and greater 
height adjustment. In the boot, 
luggage space has been increased. 

The instrument layout is clear and 
simple, but the level of technology 
packed in is premium grade. The test 
model, in top-of-the-range Excel 
trim, wanted for nothing. From twin¬ 
setting, heated front seats to a rear 
colour parking camera, cruise

MG unveils new concept in Shanghai 


THERE is no longer any doubt 
about the importance of China 
in terms of the global market 
— even the average Joe on the 
street understands that — but 
the Chinese impact on the car 
industry has been more of a 
slow burner. 

In a clever move by the Chinese 
authorities, any car 
manufacturer wishing to sell 
cars in China had to set up a 
joint venture with a domestic 
company in order to do so. 

The fruits of those tie-ups mean 
many more European brands 
on the roads while the home 
firms get access to better 


technology and engineering. 

So the annual Shanghai Motor 
Show has increased in 
importance with each passing 
year, illustrating the closer links 
between car companies in the 
West and the East. 

But perhaps of most interest back 
in the UK was the debut of the 
MG CS concept. 

What was left of MG was bought 
by Chinese firm SAIC, which 
saw the re-birth of the MG TF 
and the introduction of the 
MG6. But the CS is a new 
product, a small SUV based on 
the architecture of another 
new car to come from MG, but 


most importantly is the 
promise it holds for what was 
once a British success story. 

Although the concept was shown at 
Shanghai, MG has confirmed a 
production version will appear 
and it will reach UK 
showrooms, providing a much- 
needed boost. 

This is just the beginning for MG, 
but cars such as the CS and the 
forthcoming MG3 supermini 
will give the brand back much 
of its appeal and open it up to 
customers who know little of 
its past — and in many 
respects, this can only be a 
good thing.
